10 NICARAGUA 


Two Hundred Men and 
Six Planes Are Ordered 
To Leave San Diego for 
Corinto. 


FLYERS TO BE USED 
IN RECONNOITERING 


Action Is Regarded at 
Washington as Indicat- 
ing American Determi- 
nation To Enforce Peace 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Washington, February 16.—The de- 
stroyer tender Melville, with six 
bombing planes and 200 marines 
aboard, has been ordefed from San 
Diego to Corinto, Nicaragua, at the 
request of Rear Admiral Julian L. 
Latimer, commanding the special serv- 
ice squadron in Central American 
waters, This move which was an- 
nounced without explanation by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur is believed 
to mark the beginning of more drastic 
American policy in Nicaragua. 
Simultaneously, it was announced 
that more than 1,000 marines at 
Quantico, Va., and Parris Island, S. 
C., are being held in readiness for 
transport to Nicaragua as soon as 
their presence is needed. 

Planes Equipped With Bombs. 
The transport Henderson which 
will take the troops is at present held 
up for mechanical repairs. American 
ships have patrolled Nicaragua's coast 
line since this government first recog- 
nized the Diaz regime, but this is the 
first time that a definite move has 
been made to exercise contro] over the 
interior and the land borders of that 
country with the airplane. The planes 
are of the DeHaviland type, are armed 
with machine guns and equipped for 
dropping bombs. 

While it is stated- that the planes 
will probably be used largely for ob-. 
servation work in the interior and for 
communication purposes betweem the 
east and west coasts, it is believed 
they also will be employed in pre- | 
venting shipments of arms to the lib- 
eral forces under Dr. Sacasa. Wash- 
ington has heard that munitions have 
reached the liberals via land routes 
but this has not been confirmed. 

Ready to Act Promptly. 

It is manifest here that the govern- 
ment hopes further drastic measures 
will not have to be taken in Nica- 
ragna, but is determined to be prepar- 
ed to act promptly if such action is 
deemed best. Admiral Latimer is now 
en route for Corinto after conferring 
with Dr. Sacasa at Puerto Cabezas.

Washington, February 16.—Ad- 
vancement of foreign service officers 
in the diplomatic branch at a much 
faster rate than those ia the consular 
branch is charged by Representative 
Edwards, of Savannah, in a resolu- 
tion introduced in the house today. 
Asking the secretary of state for in- 
formation as to several instances of 


alleged favoritism which have been re- 
ported to him. ; 

Edwards does not name the indi- 
viduals eg agen but cites several 
cases, one in which four diplomatic 
officers were promoted to higher 
grades in which there are now con- 
sular officials whose service exceeds 
theirs by an average of more than 10 
years. 

He asks whether it is true that 63 
promotions have been given to the 
103 secretaries and counsellors since 
July 1, 1924, in the diplomatic branch, 
while only 135 of similar officials 
in the consular branch out of a total 
of 400 have been promoted. 

Information is also requested as to 
whether “there is an apparent de- 
termination among those administer- 
ing the foreign service act to prevent 
a genuine enforcement,” and “to what 
extent the question of private means 
influences the personnel board in 
making assignments in the service.”

Sitting in his office in Atlanta, 
Ben 8S. Read, president of the South- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
company. called “long distance” at 
7:30 o'clock in the morning and a 
few seconds later Colonel H. L, 
Schreve, transmission engineer of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, in London. answered, The 
distance was more than 4,000 miles. 

This call formally inaugurated the 
service between England, Scotland 
and Wales and the states of Georgia, 
Kentucky, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia and 
West Virginia.

Bricker Declares 


Dr. L. O. Bricker, -pastor of the 
Peachtree Christian church, who re- 
turned to Atlanta Tuesday after a 
three-weeks’ stay in Mexico City, has 
had ample opportunity to learn some- 
thing of the civic and religious strife 
e Mexico, he declared on his arrival 

ere. ! 


Dr. Bricker journeyed to Mexico 
to attend the wedding of his daugh- 
ter, Miss Aline Bricker, to George M. 
Garcia Hevia, of Mexico City, on Feb- 
ruary 9. Becoming interested in the 
undercurrents of political unrest and 
rebellion that were sweeping the 
southern capital, he decided to prolong 
his stay for an investigatidn. 

During thig time Dr. Bricker was 
granted an interview with President 
Calles; he talked to many high church 
dignitaries and government officialg 
and called on the American ambassa- 
dor and the United States consul at 
Mexico City, . gathering information 
concerning the inside workings of our 
turbulent neighbor. 

Outwardly, Dr. Bricker said, the 
country is at peace; railway trains ar- 
rive and depart on schedule, hotel 
service is of the best. the theaters, 
shopy and restaurants are thronged 
daily with gay crowds. It is largely 
in the provinces that the real unrest 
of the people breaks the surface now 
and then, he said. 

Illustrating this point, he referred 
to an Indian funeral, upon’ which 
he and his party unintentionally in- 
truded. The visitors were suspected 
of being government agents sent to 
enforce a law prohibiting all religious 
gatherings; the Americans were sur- 
rounded by an armed band, and had 
not their explanations been satisfac- 
tory none of the party would have 
left the place alive, Dr. Bricker said. 

Referring to the grandeur and 
beauty of the mountains that rim 
Mexico City, Dr. Bricker said their’ 
scenic effect could not be equaled 
anywhere in the world. He told of 
crossing a divide by motor over an 
excellent road 12,000 feet above the 
sea level, beneath the tops of volcanic 
mountains clad in perpetual snow, and 
of visiting a Spanish castle built on 
an Aztec pyramid, itself 500 feet 
above the level of plain. This 
imposing castle is located near the 
ancient city of Chalula, about which 
are scattered 366 churches, many of 
which are architecturally perfect, Dr. 
Bricker declared. 

Announcing that he has a message 
of importance to deliver concerning 
present conditions in Mexico with re- 
gard to their political and religious 
aspects, Dr. Bricker asks all those 
interested in the subject to attend 
next Sunday night’s services at the 
Peachtree Christian church, at which 
ie will deliver an address on his 
Mexican trip, he said.

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Firms in Mexico 
Told to Sénate 


Washington, February 16.—(/)— 
Senate attention was directed by Sec- 
retary Kellogg today to a provision of 
the Mexican constitution, . which 
“seems to prohibit” the granting of 
oil concessions to foreign companies. 

The communication added that only 
four of the 47 or 58 American oil 
concerns in Mexico, including 11 in 
which there is an American interest 
held through Mexican companies, had 
applied for the concessions as re- 
quired by the Mexican petroleum law. 

The four exceptions either are not 
producing oil or do not own fee titles 
in Mexico, Kellogg said, while the 
remainder of the 58 concerns listed 
control 90 per cent of the oil produc- 
ing lands of Mexico acquired before 
May 1, 1917, and produce about 70 
per cent of all oil in Mexico. 

The secretary in a letter to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, transmitted by the 
white house to the senate today in re- 
sponse to a resolution by Senator Nor- 
ris,, republican, Nebraska, said that 
the four companies which had applied 
for concessions were the Penn-Mex 
Fuel, Texas-Petrolene and Asphalt, 
Kast Coast Oil and New England Fuel 
Oil companies, but he added that he 
had not been advised whether they 
had been granted them. 

“In this relation,” said Mr. Kellogg, 
“I may point out that article 27 of 
the Mexican constitution of 1917 seems 
to prohibit the granting of such a 
concession to a foreign corporation, 
and that this interpretation of the con- 
stitution finds support in the opinion 
of the attorney general of Mexico, 
published in the Diario Oficial Decem- 
ber 8, 1917, wherein he held that 
in view of the constitutional pro- 
visions referred to, alien corporations 
shall in no event acquire lands, waters, 
and their appurtenances in Mexico,” 

Mr. Kellogg declined to make pub- 
lic correspondence with oil companies 
having interests in Mexico, because it 
might involve “forfeiture, or serious 
prejudice to their rights.”

Offered today by President John L. 
Lewis, of the United Mine Workers of 
America. the miners proposal asked 
the conference to draft a new wage 
contract for a tvo-year period based 
on the principle that wage reductions 
were inadequate to solve the problems 
of the industry. Existing ills vould 
be fought by the joint conference 
which would continue in operation for 
the duration of agreement.

The Control of the Schools. 

The right of the people of a state 
to control absolutely their schools and 
to determine what shall be taught in 
them is unlimited and indefeuasible. 
Not only has that principle been de- 
lared judicially by the highest na- 
tional and state courts, but it is a 
part now of the returning demand for 
the preservation of state rights. 

The decision of what shall or shall 
not be taught in state supported 
schools is within the power of the 
state legislature and the people can 
control that legislation at _ their 
pleasure. 

There is no question of the “free- 
dom of teaching” involved, because 
there is no such “freedom” guaranteed 
or protected by any state constitu- 
tion in the American union. 

Nor is there any question of “‘leg- 
islating against the proper teaching 
of scientific subjects.” 

Science has to do with facts, and 
without demonstrated facts to stand 
upon nothing can assume the status 
of a science. 

That man has evoluted from apes 
is an hypothesis that has no proved 
facts to stand upon, else the scientific 
world would not be so radically di- 
vided concerning the theory. The great- 
est scientists of the age have utterly 
repudiated it. . 

True Science Is Welcomed. 

The vast majority of educated peo- 
ple welcome every scientific fact that 
is brought to open demonstration. 
They believe in and teach arithmetic, 
the science of numbers, because they 
can demonstrate its verities. They 
welcome all chemical discoveries and 
combinations, because they can be 
recognized as actual facts.

It is a constant happening to shift 
partner from a minor to a major ¢e- 
claration, to “improve the bid;’’ you 
must frequently deny proper trump 
aid by shifting to another make;

Busy in Britain, 
LyonAsserts 


That the American competitive posi- 
tion in the British market has been 
greatly strengthened rather than. iin- 
paired by the conditions of the pasc 
year, was the opinion of Dr. Charles 
Ecward Lyon, United States trade 
commissioner to England, expressed in 
an address before the Atlanta Foreign 
Trede club Wednesday at its weekly 
Izncheon at the chamber of commerce. 

“Everything points te increasing 
trade activity and keener efforts to 
secure business, not only at home’ put 
abroac _in competition with Ameri- 
cans,” Dr. Lyon stated. “This very 
competition involves a sounder busi- 
ness condition which is certainly bet- 
ter than the irregularities and uncer- 
tainties of the past. 

‘The recent great strike was por- 
trayed generally cs a tragedy, but it 
was not without its benefits. Aside 
from the benefits that are now accru- 
ing to British trade, the strike was 
directly responsible for the introdsc 
tion of American-made radio equip. 
ment into the British market. Being 


| without newspapers during. the course 


of the strike, Britishers turned to the 
radio as the only means by which they 
could keep in touch with outside 
events. Without domestic coal and 
the foreign product almost prohibitive, 
the pecvle of Great Britain turned to 
vil stoves and great numbers were im- 
ported from the United States. 
Americans in England. 

“American firms can sell in Eng- 
land. Over 4,000 lines are now repre- 
sented there and there is room for at 
least a thousand more,” the trade com- 
missioner asserted. “Despite the beliet 
of many people, the British tariff is 
not a barrier to American enterprise 
in Great Britain, except in a tew 
items such as automobiles and acces- 
sories, musical instruments and a tew 
others. 

“A matter of importance to Ameri- 
can exporters is the growing competi- 
tive ability of the British in otver 
toreign markets. With cheap la»dor 
cheap moaey, a government appropria- 
tion of one million pounds sterling for 
foreign-trade propaganda and ihe or- 
ganizations of cartels—or trade com- 
binations—in various lines, we will 
find Great Britain very strongly en- 
trenched to compete with us in ihe 
various markets of the world. 

“Our ability to hold foreign markets 
during the next year and in the fu- 
ture is going to be contested severely 
by the British. American firms, there- 
fore, cannot afford to relax in their 
efforts to get foreign trade if we are 
to retain our commercial supremacy, 
keep the channels of world commerce 
open to our manufacturers and thus 
assure our producers cf continued 
markets for their surplus.” 


Warns About Terms. 


Dr. Lyon pointed out that Ameri- 
cans were inclined as a whole to sell 
too much on consignment and on too 
liberal terms in the British markec 
He cited the danger of over-selling 
the market and urged caution in not 
over-loading British firms with more 
than could be normally absorbed. 

Dr. Lyon was in Atlanta Wednes- 
day as part of his nation-wide itiner- 
ary following three years residence in 
London as American trade commis- 
sioner. He is regarded as one ef the 
outstanding autherities on British 
trade and economic conditions. 

Of interest to Atlantans is the fact 
that Dr. Lyon was stationed at Fort 
McPherson for two years during the 
war as official censor and interpreter 
for the German nrison camp.

Burial at Home | 
For Gilpatric, 
Blind Prisoner 


The body of G. Harold Gilpatric, | 
45, former state treasurer of Con- 


necticut, who died at 2:45 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, and not on Tues- 
day, as reported, while he was serv- 
ing a 15-year sentence at the Atlanta 
federal prison for violation of the 
national banking act, will be sent 
today to Putnam, Conn., for inter- 
ment. 

Arrangements for the funeral are 
being made by Walter Gilpatric, of 
New York, a brother, who arrived in 
Atlanta Wednesday morning upon re- 
ceipt of information that Mr. Gil- 
patrie died as the result of a brain 
hemorrhage. 

Death brought an end to one of 
the most pathetic characters in the 
Atlanta penitentiary when Gilpatric 
died. Sightless from an attempt at 
suicide just before the crash of his 
bank, he depended upon fellow in- 
mates of the prison to guide him 
around and read to him, a task cheer- 
fully accepted by sympathetic prison- 
ers. For a long time he was the con- 
stant companion of former Governor 
McCray, of Indiana, who led him 
about the prison. 

Hemorrhage of the brain as a result 
of a bullet wound inflicted in the at- 
tempt at suicide was given as _ the 
cause of death. ‘he bullet severed 
the optic nerve and produced blind- 
ness. Following his commitment fo 
the institution, Gilpatriec twice was 
recommended for Christmas clemency 
as one of the most deserving of the 
3,000 inmates. 

Gilpatric began ‘iis sentence in 
October of 1924 after entering a plea 
of guilt to 25 counts charging em- 
bezzlement of funds amounting to 
$353,000 from the First National bank 
of Putnam, Conn. In 1925 he was 
returned to Putnam under court or- 
ders to assist the bank receiver to 
untangle affairs of the institution. He 
was treasurer and cashier of the Put- 
aam institution,

Bancitaly, which was more active 
than it has been on a single day at any 
time this year to date, moved up several 
points to the highest level at which it has 
ever sold, the reason being the announce- 
ment of the plans to merge the Bank of 
Italy with the Liberty Bank of San Fran 
cisco, both of which institutions are con- 
trolled by Bancitaly. 

Motor stocks again enjoyed active sup- 
port from inside and outside sources, but 
were inclined to ease off in the afternoon.

All of the 
roads just mentioned sold at new highs 
for the year with the exception of Atchison 
and Canadian Pacific, which fell a trifle 
short of their former tops. 

No such irresistible buying power ap- 
peared among the industrials, except in one 
or two spots. Baldwin, which has been 
resting for the last few days, found new 
life and jumped more than 10 points to 
188. International Harvester, after barely 
moving most of the day, soared more than 
6 points in the final hour, going to new 
high above 160. Baldwin's activity stimu- 
lated some buying of other equipment 
shares. 

Nearly all the motors were lower, Gen- 
eral Motors showing a loss of 3 points. 
Steel was steady and reasonably active. 
As a whole, the industrial list was some- 
what irregular, although the gains well 
outnumbered the losses.
